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Continuation of 1 1 . With regard to applicant's argument that neither Hunzinger nor Leppisaari teaches or suggests that in a transfer mode 
corresponding to the highest bit rates, acknowledgment information is sent in the non-acknowledgement mode from a radio link control 
receiver to a radio link control sender, the examiner respectfully disagrees. First of all, whether or not Leppisaari teaches that the RLC 
mode is not set until after the channel request from the wireless terminal, does not disqualify Leppisaari for teaching this particular feature. 
Leppisaari teaches using the unacknowledged RLC mode (line 10 lines 34-36). In addition, nowhere in the claims does it indicate whether 
this non-acknowledgement is to be set before or after the request. Second of all, Leppisaari does disclose a transfer mode when 
Leppisaari teaches terminals communicating with the network over the radio interface by using the packet transfer mode (see abstract). 
Moreover, Leppisaari teaches a Realtime Resource Request field indicated a realtime data transmission (i.e. transfer) or a non-realtime 
data transmission (i.e. different data rates). The examiner also notes that ACK or ACKNOWLEDGMENT information is commonly known in 
the art. However, using the term as "acknowledgment information", is broader terminology and can be read as the next action performed 
by the wireless terminal. As a result, Hunzinger and Leppisaari teach "in a transfer mode corresponding to the highest bit rates, 
acknowledgment information is sent in the non-acknowledgement mode from a radio link control receiver to a radio link control sender".
